HOIST A BLACK FLAG. 


BAND OF HOBOS PUT ORAPE ON THE 
' STARS AND STRIPES. 


Three Hundred Industrials Under John 
BRybowkoski Go Through the Manual 
of Arms=Camped at Forty-seventh and 
Page Streets=Ciaim to Be Ex-Employes 
on Drainage Canale They Will Soon 
Start for Washingtop—Police Instructed 
to Keep a Close Watch Over Them. 

Three hundred Coxeyites are camped on 
the vacant lots in the neighborhood of Forty- 
seventh and Page streets and are daily going 
through drill preparatory to an advance on 
Washington. The attention of the police was 
called to the band yesterday by the fact that 
a black flag was displayed at the camp and 
gave rise toa suspicion in the police mind 
that it might mean an anarchistic uprising. 
The army has been in camp for three weeks 
end has its headquarters in an adjacent 
saloon. 

The band was organized on the Northwest 
Side, May 24 Capt. Koch of the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Station reported to Lieut, Kele- 
her of the South Halsted Street Station to 
keep his eye on this organization, which, he 
said, left No. 581 Noble street May 19 to go 
into camp at Forty-seventh and Paulina 
streets, Their General; he said, was John 
Rybowkoski, who, it is learned from other 
sources, is the editor of a Polish labor paper. 
Lieut, Keieher has accordingly watched the 
newcomers closely ever since, 

Many of this army sleep in the room over 
the saloon and in the barn in the rear, but the 
others sleep in the barns for several blocks 
around orin their own homes, which are in 
the neighborhood. They are mostly Poles, 
but there are also a few Bohemians, Germans, 
and Russians among them. They meet every 
morning and march a mile west to a prairie, 
where they practice military evolutions with- 
out arms. The people in the neighborhood 
agree that they are well behaved, though a 
few are inclined to .think them Anarchists, 
who have no idea of going on a tramp, but are 
intent on some kind of mischief here. The 
men say they will start for Washington at 8 
a. m. Thursday without fail, but they have 
made similar announcements before. What 
people in the neighborhood object to most is 
the filthy condition of these new-comers. It 
is said when they have paraded the sidewalk 
seems animated and about to crawl away. 

A visitor at the suloon last night tried all 
the languages he knew on them without elicit- 
ing much information. They managed to say 
they would start for Washmgton Thursday 
morning and were mainly Poles and Bo- 
hemians who had been at work on the drain- 
age canalat Lemont and had been laid off.

Finding the Injured. 

The uninjured gas jets were relit and a scene 
of havoc and disorder was revealed. Noffz 
and Heeler were lying on the floor behind the 
counter. in a semi-unconscious condition. 
Blood was streaming from them froma dozen 
wounds. Tobin and the loungers had re- 
covered themselves and were piled together in 
a little rear room. They were terror- stricken 
and half stunned and had to be dragged 
out of tiie room by force. Soon half a 


dozen uniformed officers from the 
Twenty-second Street Station were 
at the scene and cleared the 


saloon of the crowd while the inmates were 
resuscitated sufficiently to teli the story.. A 
search was made for the.two men who were 
blown into the cellar, but they had recovered 
and fied. The wounds of Noffz and Heeler 
were dressed and found notto be serious. 
The oak screen was almost completely 
deniolished and it was evident the bomb had 
struck the corner of the. screen, thus saving 
Noffz from death. The missile had been so 
completely annihilated that nothing remained 
of it but some packing, which was carefully 
gathered together by Detective Foley and will 

be held in evidence in'case the bomb-thrower 
is cr dey Bartender Heeler, who was shak- 
ing dice with John Tobin at the rear end of 
the bar, told the story of the explosioa as fol- 
lows: 

Story of the Explosion. 

% We had been throwing dice for some time 
and were about to quit. AsIshook the last 
‘horse’ the floor trembled, the lights went 
out, and there was a deafening roar which 
threw me off my feet. Luckily 1 fell behind 
the counter and was not cut much by glass. 
There has been no trouble here this evening, 
and I do not know why any one should want 
to blow the place up.” 

Mr. Noffz made a statement to Detective 
Foley in which he said the explosion was the 
act of a jealous rival, but he refused to give 
auy names and was reticent about the affair. 
He said: 

„ have been threatened repeatedly by a 
certain person who was the rival for the hand 
of the woman who is now my wife: I never 
paid much attention to him and did not ex- 
pect he would attempt to get revenge in this 
way. I was standing near the screen when 
the bomb was thrown, but I did not get a 
glimpse of the man who threwit.” ~ 

The Twenty-second street police are work- 
ing on the case and are trying to find the men 
who were sitting on the railing, so they can 
get a description of the bomb-thrower.

COAL DOCKS ARE NOW SWEPT CLEAN, 


Steamers and Tugs Depend on Supplies 
Whieh Arrive by Rail. 

Coal docks on the riverat which steamers 
aresupplied with fuel were swept clean yester- 
day. Steamers and tugs are now dependent 
upon the supplies which arrive daily by rail. 
Tug owners are anxious over the situation and 
their boats are kept full of coal all the time, 
so they will not be helpless if the rail receipts 
fail.. If the tugs run.out of fuel it will cause 

the navigation on the river to be totally sue- 
pended, tho exception of the small steam- 


boats. Nearly all the fuel for steamboats in 


sight is owned by the O. S. Richardson Fuel- 
ing company. The company has shipments 
of coal en route to Chicago. “I am trusting 
that coal now coming will arrive on time,”’ 
Mr. Richardson said yesterday, and unless 
there is some railroad trouble there is no 
reason that it should not. I have 200 cars of 
coal due, containi 6,000 tons. This is 
enough to last according to the present de- 
mand for two weeks.”’ | 
Prices for soft coal „ were a trifle 
easier, sales being reported at $4.25@4.50, 
against $4.50, which was generally asked 
Saturday. Anactive demand was manifest 
by large steam users. Many of the orders 
were for supplies calculated to last only a few 
days. The explanation of this was to be 
found in a belief, widely current, that a re- 
sum ption of mining was not far off. That 
event, consumers believed, would be followed 
by a shrinkage of prices. Receipts were 
estimated to show a somewhat decreased 
total as compared with the average for last 


week. 

J. W. Ellsworth believes a general confer- 
ence of miners and operators may be called 
this week, Events are shaping themselves for 
such a meeting, he says. The effort to effect 
an equitable adjustment will be renewed, 
Wholesale dealers in arms report an increased 
sale of rifles, revolvers, and fixed ammunition 
since the strike began.

The Bill to Extend Time for Construction 
Passed in the House. 

Wasutneton, D. C., June 4.—The galleries 
of the House were unusually well filled today, 
and on the floor there was a goodly array of 
occupied desks during the early part of the 
day. As the afternoon wore on the attend- 
ence thinned out and when adjournment 
came there was nota half-hundred members

Justice presented his credentials and ex- 
plained that they were here at this time be- 
cause they failed to get recognition at the 
tariff 3 when the trusts accomplished 
so much, he Senator interrupted, saying: 
Lou may be respectable men, but you've 
got no business to come here, to enter the 
marble room, and to spread out your docu- 
ments and samples. Now I will see that you 


go out. 

Expostulation was in vain, and Voorhees 
stamped out of the room in search of an off 
cer. Immediately a Deputy Sergeant-at- 
Arms entered and prepared to eject tne wool 
men. He being even tempered was prevailed 
upon to listen to an explanation. When he 
learned that the men were in the marble room 
upon the invitation of a Senator he concluded 
not to molest them. However, he set a watch 
upon their movements and made futile all at- 
tempts at further interviewing of Senators. 
Thereupon the wool representatives retired 
from the Capitol; indignant at the treatment 
they had received from the Chairman of a 
committee that had promised to be fair and 
impartial to all interests. 

The parting remark of the Democrat, Gen. 
Ransom, was: [If we had -belonged to the 
sugar trust Voorhees would have been per- 
fectiy willing for us to stay; but as we repre- 
sented poor farmers and not the trusts we 
were kicked out. a 

This is the Democratic story over again, 
and one by one the Bourbons are finding out 
their own party. 


BRITAIN’S RACE FOR AN ISLAND. 


Its Reasons for Securiug Control of a Rock 

, in the Pacific. 

-Wasuinetros, D. C., June 4.—Whether 
Jcohnson’s Island, reported to be the goal of 
the international race between the British 
and Hawaiian steamers, reported in advices 
from Honoiulu, belongs to the United States, 
Great Britain, or Hawaii is likely to have little 
significance at present, for, according to infor- 
mation and belief of officers of the 
State Department, the real object ol the 
race is not Johnson's Island at ail, but Neck- 
er’s Island. This island lies about 400 miles 
west of Honolulu, in latitude 23,34 north 
and longitude 164.37 west, and is nothing but 
a barren rock about 500 feet long, rising 360 
feet above the waves. Once it was covered 
with guano, but it has long since been stripped 
and ieft uninhabited. In fact, it is incapable 


of supporting human beings without outside 
aid. Hawaii has claimed the island, but this 


| fact doubtiess has prevented a colonization. 


It is part of the British colonial scheme, which 
will be fully ventilated at the important Ot- 
tawa conference about to assemole, to touch 
at this island with the cable from British Co- 
lum bia to Australia. Thena branch loop would 
be run over to Honolulu to pick up t 
ing business that might be gathered there. 
The British would prefer to run the main 
cable directly to the Hawaiian Islands, but 
they fear international complications and the 
loss of its control in an emergency should 
the cable touch anywhere else than 
on British soil. In fact it is 
very doubtful whether the cable could 
be landed at Hawaii without the assent of the 
United States under the present treaty stipu- 
lations, although in view of the importance 
of the cable for our own use it may be that 
such assent would not be withheld. As for 
the Neckar Island, if the Hawatian title is 
good, which cannot be determined at pres- 
ent, the United States Government unques- 
tionably would be bound to protect the isl- 
and republic in its rights against the world.

| KOOHERSPERGER MAY NOW BE NOM- 


INATED FOR SHERIFF. — 


Republican Executive Committee Will Dis- 

_ ©uss the Date for the County Conven- 
tlon- Both Candidates for the Treasur- 
ership Working Hard and the Division 
Will Probably Be Made—All Candi-

There will be a meeting of the Republican 
Executive committee this. afternoon to dis- 
cuss the time for calling the county conven- 
tion. It is understood that the committce 
will recommend the 23d inst. The full Coun- 
ty committee will be called for Saturday or 
Monday next to finally fix the date and to 
determine the ratio of representation. The 
convention will be called under the Crawford 
law, and fair districting and honest judges 
will be insisted on, No gerrymandering will 
be permitted by the Executive committee, 
which will be empowered to pass on the ques- 
tion finally. The Democratic county conven- 
tion will be held Tuesday next and the Demo- 
cratic primaries will take place Monday aft- 
ernoon. 

The Republicans are more active than the 
Democrats, notwithstanding that the Demo- 
cratic convention. comes first. The Demo- 
cratic convention will merely indorse a pre- 
arranged slate of the party bosses. Repub- 
licans have no slate. The attempt of four or 
five men to arrange a slate in the latter part 
of last week has reficted against the would-be 
leaders. There is revolt in every quarter. The 
slate has been smashed! already. Only the 
head remains. The general impression now 
is that Samuel B. Raymond will be nominated 
for Treasurer and D. H. Kochersperger for 
Sheriff. But at the present time both men are 
tightmg for the Treusurership. Mr. Raymond 
was decidedly in the lead last Saturday, but 
the attempt of the bosses to ignore the opposi- 
tion has not helped matters, Mr. Raymond 
is probably in the lead yet, but he will not 
continue in the lead if the present managers 
of his campaign do not temper their zeal with 
discretion.

PATRICK EGAN TALKS OF TYNAN’S BOOK. 


Discredits Statements Which Connect Par- 
nell with Pheonix Park Murders. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 4.—Patrick Egan, ex: 
Minister to Chile, who was closely felated to 
Charles Stewart Parnell and Michael Davitt 
in affairs of the Irish Land League, was seen 
last night in regard to P. J. Tynan’s book 
containing startling confessions and charges 
relative to the Irish Invincible conspiracy 
which resulted in the Phoenix Park assassina- 


tion. He said: 

It is said in New! York Tynan’s writing and 
publication of this book are at the instigation of 
the London Times, Which is believed th be mak- 
ing a second attempt to connect Mr. Parnell and 
the Parnellite party with the extremé or Invin- 
cible wing of Irish agitators, charged with the 
assassination of Cavendish. The Times’ object 
in doing this is said to be that of throwing such 
discredit on the present home rule movement 
and the English Liberal party as to resultin a 
Tory victory at the next English election, which 
may now occur almost any . 

I know of my own! knowledge that the Times 
has been engaged in this second movement now 
for the last two years. I also know that the 
Times has emissaries in this country at present 
engaged in the search for evidence that may go to 
prove that Parnell or the Land League was cog- 
nizant of the plans of the-extremist wihg of the 
Irish agitators, the wing that urged the sap roe 
mentof force in the struggle against England, 
and that advocated aissassination. I cahnot pass 
judgment on the correctness of Tynan’s 
details as to the formation of the Invincibles or 
as to the plans for th assassination of Cavendish 
or of Forster. I know nothing of the Iavincibles 
or of the assassination plans. At the time of the 
murder of Cavendish I was living in Paris. The 
charge that Parnell knew of these plans or that 
he was aware of the determination to keep the 
office of Chief 12 — for Ireland Vacant by 
assassination is absjird on the face of it.

‘BOARD OF TRADE DEFEATS THE 
WAREHOUSEMEN BY A BIG VOTE. 


190 and Bitter [ Finally Narrows 


Down toa Ballot, Which Culminates 
in @ Severe Wine-Clipping for the Men 
Who Want to Trade in Wheat They 
Are Custodians Of—Great Excitement 
in the House of Grain Pits<Hints That 
n New Organization May Be Effected. 


By a decisive vote—698 to 499-—the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade has turned down the 
big elevators representing 80,000,000 bush- 
els capacity. The long and bitterly contested 
fight culminated yesterday in one of the 
largest votes ever cast, 1,197 members out 
of a total of 1,800 ‘taking part. By a ma- 
jorityof 199 an amendment was adopted by 
the full association which is intended to clip 
the wings of the public warehousemen ho 
insist in being both custodians of and dealers 
in grain stored in their houses. 

The day was one of intensity rather than 
excitement, and much more attention was 
paid the all-absorbing question on Change 
than was given to the produce markets. 
Many members who seldom grace the big 
room with their presence were there, includ- 
ing bankers, merchants, and retired. capital- 
ists, Who, as a rule, protested by their votes 
against what they Seemed radical measures. 
At one time it seemed probable the vote 
would be much closer than it finally proved, 
so earnestly was it contested at the 
ballot boxes. The petitioners for the change 
in the rule showed surprising strength, con- 
sidering the number of people who professed 
to have changed front since it was decided to 
bring the question before tke whole associa- 
tion. Instead of 500 names representing the 
petition from the start, nearly 700 veted for 
1 1 change, and the elevator people were 

liged to recognize the fact that present 
methods are decidedly unsatisfactory to the 
majority of Board of Trade members. The 
vote of what is popularly known as the re. 
ceiving crowd,“ but which really included 
many shippers and brokers, was cast early in 
the day. Toward the close of the ballot, 
which was coincident with close 
of . reguiar trading session, at 
1:15 o’clock, the warehousemen measured 
their strength from the outside. Among 
these non active members were Ortington 
Lunt, E. F. Pulsifer, Robert Law, James C. 
King, E. L. Brewster, and Bankers Henr 15 
Blat. C. L. Hutchinson. and most of 
whose names were recently attached to-a — 
test on this question. Marshall Field was 
there, and so were P. D. Armour and Nelson 
ea It is needless to say these, almost 
without exception, voted against the amend- 
ment, vesselmen, who did not sign the 
big petition, but have long held gritvances 
against the railways, popularly supposed to be 
hand in glove With the elevators, voted for the 
measure, 


Elevator-Men in a Queer Position. 


The question now is: What are the elevator 
people going to do about it?’ The fight, 


which was begun in earnest months ago, has 


been canvassed from all points, and by their 
privileges and powers 700 members yester- 
day decided the warehousemen must go if 
they continue to do business on old lines. 
The elevator proprietors say they will simply 
do nothing; they have stated their case; 
the board, by its ballot, decided inst 
them; and now there is nothing to do but 
abide by this and go out of the busi- 
ness of public warehousing after July 1. 
The victors, on the other hand, have -carried 
everything their own way and now are just as 
much in the dark as ever, beyond the fact that 
the elevators have been downed, An analysis 
of the sentiment among Buard of Trade peo- 
ple since the amendment has carried shows 
some sort of a compromise is expected be- 
tween now and the first of next month. 
Whether this will come in the way of a reduc- 
tion in storage rates, in the elevators agree- 
ing to quit buying grain in the country or 
mixing it here, no one knows. The majority 
of 190 serves the purpose of a club, or a tell- 
ing urgument, whichever way it is utilized by 
those who hold it. It certainly gives the pe- 
titioners fora righting of wrongs a decided 
advantage. Some of the well-posted men 
in the trade, having at heart the best 
interests of all concerned, counsel, modéra- 
thon and advise that a committee be selected 


from among the conservatives, which shall 


include no hot-heads, foran amicable busi- 

adjustment of the present differences. 
These favor some modification of the present 
conditions and hope such agreement will re- 
sult in doing away with certain practices now 
admitted by all. Some favor, for example, 
a move toward a reduction of storage rates, 
in line with a suggestion advanced in one of 
the directors’ meetings by George Nichols— 
free storage the first ten days and cent a 
bushel for each succeeding ten days, instead 
of M cent and 44 cent respectively as now. 

The Elevator Association met in a sort of 
family conference after the defeat to discuss 
the question *t Where are we at?“ Ali the 
leading elevator concerns were represented at 
the meeting in the Insurance Exchange Build- 
ing, but no decisive action was taken, It 
would be wide of the mark tosay the elevator 
people are not worried over the result 
of this great fight. Their efforts to 
defeat. the amendment showed this, in 
marshaling their forces 500 strong to 
the ballot-boxes. Collectively and individu- 
ally. however, they present a bold front and 
insist there will be no compromise and t 
they simply cannot afford todo other than 
they are domg today; that were present rates 
cut there would be no profit in the business ; 
that were they simply to accept such grain as 
would come to them ina natural way, with- 
out the intervention of the dragnet process, 
their houses would be half empty year in and 

earout. They scout the idea that there is a 

ack of unison or harmony among them, but 
rather claim there is no intention of granting 
any of the requests implied in the amend- 
ment. 

Will Be No Compromise. 

“There will be no compromise,” said 
Charles Counselman last night. “The ele- 
vator people will stand together on the ques- 
tion in the future as in the past. It is alto- 
gether too early to outline any plans we may 
pursue in the future, We have presented our 
case in a calm and dignified manner and they 
have seen fit to vote us out. It is a question 
of such vital importance that we simply can- 
not afford to do other than we havedone, I 


am a loyal member of the Board of Trade 


and, personally, regret this antagonism, but 
as an elevator man 1 will say our houses will 
be irregular after J tee 1 under the provisions 
of the amended rule, 

Murry Nelson was asked what the elevator 
men had decided to do. He said they had 
only m ay to talk over the situation in general, 
but had formulated no plans for the future. 

The general sentiment is that the elevator 


men will continue ta do as they have done in 


the past.“ said Mr. Nelson. We will con- 
tinue to trade and leave to the Board of Trade 
to do what it chooses. We are doing business 
according to forms prescribed by the laws of 
the State of Iliinois. We will simply conform 
to these statutes and let the directors of the 
board do the rest. The situation now is prac- 
tically no different from four years ago, when 
the board of its own volition as«ed the pri. 
Tate elevators to apply to be made regular.“ 

We did it to preserve harmony, and now the 
board has decided to declare us irregular we 
will do business as it has been done before. 


Hint at a New Organization. 


The elevator people argue if their houses 
are declared **irregular”’ it means trading in 
gtain will be substantially eliminated from 
the Board of Trade and business will go else- 
where, as there will be nothmg on which to 


base speculative trades, They iasist that con- 
tracts made on the board cannot be filied as 
heretofore and’ deal in grain will be 
obiiged to specify in each contract what shall 
‘constitute a delivery, y continue to hint 


it means a new organization, with more 
liberal rules, competing with the Board of 
Trade. An amendment was adopted a few 


weeks ago providing that when a regular 


grain wurehouse is declared irregular the 
receipts for grain in store at the time 
ouse is declared irregular shall be 
nécognized as regular for a period of six 
months thereafter.
